WHAT RECALL PETITION ANO 
THE PETITIONER ALLEGES 
LOS ANGELES, Aug. 26.—Coplea of 
the Governor Johnson recall petition 
with an argumentative circular 
by 
Udell reached here today. Udell gives 
six reasons for the recall. 
He cites the alleged effort to con­ 
trol preeidentia! electors through the 
primary election law; 
attacks 
the 
law’s validity, charging that it dis­ 
enfranchises Republicans in the Dem­ 
ocratic districts and vice versa; de­ 
clares Taft voters have no opportunity 
to vote for Taft electors. The recall 
petition alleged that Governor Johnson 
“approved legislation intended to fos­ 
ter land grabbing by wealthy individ­ 
uals and corporations.”

Aug. 26.—An at­ 
torney named Alvah Udell of this city 
la circulating a petition for the recall 
of Governor Hiram W. Johnson. It lr 
not known how many signatures he 
has secured for the petition. 
, Udell la an attorney, 
occasionally 
Identified with 
Republican politics. 
He is an ardent Taftite.

’’That the high cost of living 
Is at least partially due to the 
big profits of the middlemen, and 
that they make prices double or 
triple in a few hours is shown by 
the 
following 
example: 
This 
morning at 6 o’clock farmers had 
seedless grapes at the 
Los An­ 
geles produce market which they 
sold at 3u cents a box. These by 
7 o’clock had been bought by com­ 
mission men, who made a price 
of GO to 75 cents to the retailers. 
By 8 or ii o’clock the grapes were 
sold to retailers, who put them 
on sale at 6 cents a 
pound, or 
11.50 a box. 
Thus the price of 
a 
box of 
seedless grapes 
advanced 
from 
30 cents to $1.50 in 
from three 
to four hours. The same may be 
said of a great many other fruits 
which are grown around Los An­ 
geles.”

The harvesting of the 
1912 
bean 
crop in this county is well underway. 
In parts of the county the crop is 
lighter than last year, and the gener­ 
al average of ten sacks to the acre 
will probably be reduced this year to 
eight or nine sacks. 
According to the estimate of L. B. 
Valla, commercial agent of the South­ 
ern Pacific, there are 24,000 acres of 
beans in this county. Of these about 
19,000 acres are on the San Joaquin 
ranch, w(here men are now busy cut­ 
ting and piling the vines to await the 
threshing. 
Ranchers state that prices talked 
to them so far appear very favorable. 
Valla stated that reports received 
by him are to the effect that the wal­ 
nut crop is good. There is consider­ 
able new acreage coming into bearing. 
“The orange crop coming on is go­ 
ing to be the finest in the history of 
the county, said the railroad man. “I 
have talked with big growers 
and 
shippers, and they all tell 
me 
the 
same story. The trees are loaded, and 
the fruit Is well distributed over the 
trees, which means that the chances 
for uniform maturity 
is 
increased. 
With the new acreage coming into 
bearing and the old orchards bearing 
heavily, the output of oranges from 
Orange County will be the greatest in 
the county’s history.” 
The sugar beet crop is short. Owing 
to the late planting season and the 
shortage of late rains, the sugar beet 
output will be but seventy or seventy- 
five per cent of the output of last 
year. The percentage of 
saccharine 
matter in the beets, however, Ie ex­ 
cellent.

If the owners of a majority of the 
frontage of East Fourth street 
be­ 
tween the Santa Fe railroad and the

Los Angeles Examiner: Despite the 
remarkable increase In the use of au­ 
tomobiles in Los Angeles, making this 
one of the foremost motor cities 
of 
the country, the hay consumption is 
increasing. More than 
600,000 
tons 
will be used here in Loa Angeles dur­ 
ing the next year for the feeding of 
stock, according to a statement made 
recently. 
Were it not for the automobiles, the 
amount of hay used would be increas­ 
ed to 1,000,000 tons, it was estimated 
by D. P. Flory, a local hay dealer. But 
while the autos have cut the hay con­ 
sumption one-half, the amount of feed 
consumed, nevertheless, Is increasing. 
This shows, Flory asserta, that Los 
Angeles with Its amaslng growth is 
yearly increasing its number of horses. 
“From present indications 
we 
will 
have to ship in hay to take care of the 
trade this year," he said. “Last year 
300,000 tons were consumed. Of this 
amount 60,000 were alfalfa. 
"The day may come when the auto­ 
mobile will stop the hay traAlc, but it 
seems to be a long way off in Loa An 
gelee.

Gravensteln and 
Hlttenhelmer apples are reported to 
be very scarce, but quite a quantity 
of Skinner seedlings are coming In. 
Apricots are going out and are sell­ 
ing for 61-26 a lug. 
It 1b estimated 
that nearly IOO cars of this fruit, val­ 
ued at 660,000 to 670,000, were con­ 
sumed In Los Angeles this 
season. 
Several boxes of pickles ara still on 
the market and are selling for 61 to 
61.20 a box. 
Sweet potatoes 
are 
arriving 
in 
large quantizes, and as a result the 
price on this commodity 
has fallen 
appreciably and Is expected to sink 
lower. The rate at present is around 
3 cents. 
A steady influx of potatoes 
from 
the north Is beginning and the price is 
being very steadily 
maintained on 
this vegetable, despite the reported 
bad condition of local varieties. Eight 
hundred sacks came in yesterday.
